CHINESE STRIKES 
AND LOCKOUTS 


Feb. 28, 
dustrial development of 
has brought with it 
the diseases ‘of the economic 
society in which we live, the 
strike and the lockout, — Both 
have been constant spectres of 
industrial communities since the 
means of production were 
changed from the handicraft, 
system to the factory, from in- 
dividual Iubour to mass produc- 
tion, As the farmers and 
peasants of European countries 
congregated in the rapidly grow- 
ing cities to find work in the 
newly erected steam-driven mills 
and factories, they accepted any 
terms for their labour, any con- 
ditions in the places of employ- 
ment. For, no matter how diffi 
cult the new methods proved to 
the individual, they brought a 
greater return’ and an improv 
ment in life for the whole family: 
than was possible in agricultural 
communities. 

‘When the industrial system 
came to China, it was hoped that 
many of its more unfortunate 
phages might be avoided. The 
foreign employers of labour 
erected mills and factories which 
were airy and light. They did 
not take advantage of the fact 
that the labourers would find 
most any conditions superior to 
those from which they came, 
Some of the employers volun- 
tarily entered upon a programme 
of welfare work, providing 
schools and hospitals. Others 
voluntarily undertook to place 
limitations upon child labour. It 
has often been pointed out that 
every improvement in the condi- 
tion of labour in China, parti- 
cularly in the foreign-owned 
mills of Shanghai, has been vole

The 
worker may desire an increase 
in wages, but before he has had 
an opportunity to find out 
hwhether his employers will meet

\the scene to utilize the worker 
}for his own aggrandisement. 
|The strike becomes confused 
with polities; the Peking Gov- 
ernment is attacked, some local 
[official is to be driven from offices 
|some foreign power is to be 
offended. The workers have no 
real interest in these questions 
but when resolutions are being 
prepared, the real issues are in- 
terlarded with so much dross, 
that one finds it difficult at times 
to know exactly what it is that 
the worker really wants. 

This difficulty is made almost 
insuperable by the fact that the 
labourers fail to choose repre= 

ntatives who step forward: to 
discuss the questions at issue 
with the employers.” The ‘emt 
ployer. finds. itdifficult. to. Know 
whe is sufficiently trusted by the 
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workers to make and accept 
terms. The leaders of strikes, 
the names of which appear in the 
newspapers, are usually men 
who are not connected with the 
industry, seldom with the actual 
mill on strike: He is altogether 
an outsider. He is often a tea- 
cher, @ journalist, a professional 
Politician, His interference is 
the more dangerous because if 
the employers deal with him at 
all, they may be antagonizing 
the real forces behind the strike, 
the workers themselves, who 
distrust these meddlesome poli- 
ticians, these so-called public- 
spirited gentry who appear on 
the scene whenever there is any 
trouble, 

‘An explanation of this situa- 
tion has been offered in the fact 
that the workers and their re- 
Presentatives are afraid to step 
forward lest they be arrested 
and taken to the Mixed Court 
where they will be required to 
appear before the Assessor of 
that nation, whose flag the mill 
flies. This’ fear is perhaps un- 
Justified. It is hard to believe 
that any consular officer would 
take advantage of his position 
to punish men unjustly. But the 
fear exists and it leads to the 
insertion of the national issue 
in all labour troubles in the Set- 
tlement. When a strike takes 
Place, the nationality of the 
‘ownership of the mill becomes 
4 factor and sympathetic strike 
movements develop based on the 
theory that if sufficient pressure 
is brought on the fellow-country- 
men of the mill-owners, the 
workers will win. Telegrams 
are sent to the governments of 
the mill-owners. Friendly or 
unfriendly governments are a 
ed to interfere. The dispute 
8 to be one of wages and 
and becomes a national 
dispute, a question of interna- 
tional politics. Such a conver- 
ion harms the worker more than 
it does the employer. For in the 
agitation which ensues his real 
grievances are forgotten, his

existence is overlooked; only the 
broader considerations of na- 
tional pride, national integrity 
and national self-interest are 
brought in play. Furthermore, 
whatever sympathy outsiders 
might feel for the workers, they 
naturally resist any stigma upon 
their flag or upon the flag of a 
friendly nation, As many of 
these questions are the concern 
off all foreigners alike, the pos- 
sibility of friendly intervention 
on behalf of the workers becomes 
impossible, 











In many western countries, 
the governments have pro- 
vided agencies for the settle 


ment of differences between 
employers and labour. The ar- 
bitration boards have often 


settled outstanding difficulties 
even before the labourers went 
on strike. In some places, em- 
ployers' associations and labour 
unions have created joint boards 
which sit as courts in industrial 
disputes, These boards invai 
ably include a representative of 
the public, whose vote usually 
determines their decision, In a 
word, every effort is made to 
find « means for obtaining fair 
play for both capital and labour 
without the use of the fearful 
‘weapons, the strike and the lock- 
out, both of which invariably 
Prove as disastrous to one side 
as to the other. 

‘There can be no reason why 
a Board of Arbitration, sitting 
permanently or brought into be- 
ing as the occasion may warrant, 
cannot be utilized in Shangh 
to avoid these ever-increasing 
disturbances of the peace. Such 
a board would represent the em- 
ployers, the workers and the gen- 
eral public. It would consist of 
Chinese and foreign gentlemen, 
whose reputations would pre- 
clude the possibility of unfair- 
‘ness and whose interest it would 
he to see that peace prevailed. 
‘Such a board would iinmediately 
aift the fact, get down to what 








the workers really want, find out 
how far the employers care to 
go in meeting the workers’ de- 
mands and would then make 
their report. If a gross injustice 
had Been done, such as the beat- 
ing of labourers by foremen, it 
would immediately be known. 
‘There would be no need of vit- 
uperation, of anti-this and anti- 
‘that. “There would be no need of 
Nengthy resolutions, of politicians 
trying to make capital out of 
their less fortunate fellow-coun- 
trymen, of the spread of malik 
ous and false stories. The facts 
}would come to the surface. The 
plan might include a provision 
that those who are selected by 
either side to serve on or appear 
before this board shall be free 
from police molestation as long. 
‘as they limit their activites in 
such a way that the peace is not 
disturbed. 

There may be objections to 
this plan by those who always 
stand out for individual action

Failufe of Electric Light Plant: 
Local ‘Troops Kept in Order 
Unspeakably “Chatty’ 











Frost Oca Own CongrsroxonT. * 
Soochow, Feb. 24, 

ht was the first time 

for many years since Soochow spent 

‘the whole night in darkness—not 

sinee the new electric light com- 

pany began operation: 

‘The water in the canals and I 
has broken all records for low water 
levels, and the electric Tight plant 
can seareely pump enough water 
for their boilers. For several days 
‘the water intake has pumped in 
so. much mud. that it has been 
very hard to keep the boilers go- 
jing. Yesterday the company was 
forced to shut down, while the mud 
was cleared from the entire intake. 
Tt is hoped that by tomight « por- 
tion of the city may have light, and 
that by to-morrow night all the 
Ipilers may be in working order. 

Many of the people last night 
were nervous, of course it was soon 
rumoured that soldiers had put the 
Tights out of commission, in order 
‘to loot; and after. 7.90’ p.m. the 
whole city was as silent as a city 
of the dead. 

Soldiers, even officers, are not al- 
lowed to enter the city without a 
military pass, so that there seems 
Tittle or no possibility of the mili- 
tary giving trouble within the city. 
In the suburbs all the hotels are 
taken over by the soldiers; and 
many of these really very fine hotels 
fare being ruined, When these dirty 
Soldiers move out, these hotels will 
have to be burned to the ground 
co else woaked with kerosene from 
top to bottom in order to rid them 
of vermin. 

‘The southern soldiers, as were 
troops of the old Sth and Gth Regi- 

jents are dirty enough; but they 
might be ealled spotless asc 
pared with many of the filthy Feng- 
jen troops, many of whom are ab- 
solute strangers to soap and water. 
Southern Kiangsu people are noted 
for their cleanliness (though West- 
corners might not be struck by this 
fact), and ax compared with th 
dirty, vermin-infested people of the 
poorer classes of the northern pro- 
vinces—there are no words to ex- 
press our exact meaning!

General EB. B. Macnaghten, c.M.c., 
D.0,, who is at present serving on 
headquarters staff with the rank of| 
Captain, Although he relinquishes 
the Battery, Major Davis is not 
eave the ‘Corps, but is going to 
headquarters ns C. A. 


‘The New Battery Commander 
General Macnaghten, who will 
now command the Battery, belongs 
to a soldiering family, and was born 
in India, where his father was with 
the Indian Cavalry. He _enteres 
the Army in 1892, going into the 
Artillery” branch ‘of the service, 
His first campaign was in West 
Africa in 1898, and thereafter he 
saw active service in the South 
African War (1899-1902), in Bast 
Afviea (1902-04) and." Northern 
Nigeria (1903), At the outbreak 
f the Buropean War he held the 
Ik of Major, and was through 
the retreat from Mons in’ command: 
f the 80th Battery (Ixt Division), 
He remained with this Division 
until April, 1916, when he went as 
GRA. to’ the ‘16th Division. In 
August, 1918, he was. transferred 
to the command of the 12th Infantry.

General Macnaghten came to 
China in May, 1920, and his acti 
ties in Volunteer ‘matters are a 


striking example for others to 
follow, During the shipping strike 
he enlisted as a private in the Hong~ 
kong Volunteers, and subsequently 
took charge of ‘the special police 
there. He has also been a private 
in the Hankow Volunteers, and some 
time ago joined the Field Artillery 
Battery here as a gunner. Sub- 
sequently he was commissioned 
with the rank of Captain and 
attached to headquarters. There is 
no doubt that his appointment to 
command the Battery will be a very 
popular one,

Major R. W. Davis joined the 
Battery 22 years ago when Captain

‘Two Chinese Women Lose Their 
Lives: Significant Opium 
Materials 


Two Chinese women lost their 
lives in a fire which destroyed a 
darber's shop, No. 1637 Chékiang 
Road, on Monday. The cause of| 
death in both eases was asphixiation, 
and though one-of the bodies show- 
ced signs of burns, these were only 
‘superficial. It is significant that in 
the room’ where the bodies were 
found was also an opium pipe and 
a quantity of smoking parapher-| 
alia. The fire occurred shortly be- 
fore nine o'clock in the morning, 
and the Cen-ral Division of the Fire 
Brigade was soon on the scene,

Armed Kidnappers Outwitted by 
a Boy: Yuenfong Compra- 
dore’s Ordeal 


‘The presence of mind of the 10-year 
‘old son of Mr. Ching Tah-bay, com- 
pradore of Messrs. Maitland & Co., 
saved him from being kidnapped 
early on Thursday morning. The 
attempt was made by six robbers, 
who entered Mr. Ching’s home in 
Dent Lane at 7’ o'clock, just as a 
‘coolie had opened the front door to 
sweep the place. 

Ttis interesting to note in connexion 
with the robbery which was com- 
mitted yesterday that Mr, Ching’s 
house was entered a couple of years 
‘ago by a gang of men who in spite 
‘of police investigations, escaped 
arrest. 

As he was anxious to be at office 
carly yesterday, Mr. Ching rose 
quite early and was preparing to 
Jeave when the six men, two of 
whom were dressed in long gowns, 
the four others wearing short coats, 
foreibly made an entry. into the 
house. They spoke the Chengyuen 
dialcet, that of the people living in 
the famous bandit district. between 
Ningpo and Shaohsing, and carried 
pistols, After intimidating the 
‘mates of the house, the men demand 
ed money, ete. ‘Mr. Ching told 
them that he had nothing in ‘the 
house and that they could make a 
search if they wished. Tt appears 
that, after the former robbery, Mr. 
Ching had moved most of his belong 
ings to his office in Szechuen Road. 

Search of the House 

The men then gathered together 
some clothing, including a fur 
gown, a padded woollen gown, a 
Woollen over-jacket and some small 
articles. They then asked the amah 
if there any children, to which a 
reply was giv the negative. 
Nevertheless a search was made of 
the house for children. ‘The small 
W-yeur old son of Br, C 
had by this time aw 
{the six strangers in the house, and 
hhe immediately: into” the 
kitchen and erept into the fire-place 
‘of the oven, hiding there until the 
robbers had left.

AMERICA’S TEA 








Washington, Jan. 18. 


A smaller percentage of tea was 
rejected at American ports of en- 
try during the fiseal yeur 1924 th 
has been rejected during any of the 
last 10 years, according to the 
Jreport of the Supervising Tea 
Examiner of the Burgau of Chemis- 
try, Department of Agriculture, 
‘made public to-day. 

A compilation 
jexuminer’s monthly reports for 
the last fixcal year shows that 
104,492,743 Ib, of tea were examined 
Jat ‘all ‘ports, and of this amount 
63,159 Ib. or 0.06 per cent. was 
rejected, This is the smallest per- 
Jeentage that has been rejected in 
the Inst decade. All the rejections 
were because of poor quality. As 
|far as the purity of the tex was 
concerned there was not even a 
suspicion of colouring or facing 
material appearing in any of the 
teas exumined. This is considered 
extremely gratifying by the De- 
partment because rejections for 
colouring and impurities rejections 
were very high.

amount of black tea imported dur- 
ing the year increased, while the 
amount of green tea imported de- 
creased to a very noticeable extent. 
The increase of black tea was in 
the Ceylons and Indians and in the 
China Congous.

‘The 
best time, asa rule, is in October 
‘or early ‘in November, before the 
winter sets in, New-born babies 
often have a temporary immunity 
against Smallpox and vaccinia if 
‘the mother has had smallpox. or 
has been efficiently vaccinated, but 
[this immunity rapidly fades and the 
baby should be vaccinated in the 
second or third month.

origin. “Certainly we need not et 
all our proteins from flesh foods 
Once a day is quite enough to eat 
meat, especially during the summer 
Excess of flesh food leads to pute 
faction in the intestines and favours 
Intestinal disease. Anyone who 
prefers to go without meut entirely 
fan do s0 with perfect safety pro- 
Vided a sufficiency of other protein- 
containing food is taken.

Three Separate Classes 


All of them, however, have not 
‘changed to the same degree, or even 
followed the same line. In Shang- 
hai are three distinct classes, oF 
groups, of play houses. One of 
these is devoted to maintaining the 
ltraditions of the old theatre, 
thing which, in general, it does very 
‘well, according to” experienced 
Chinese playsoers. These present 
the so-called Peking plays (UR) 
which use historical themes, and 
place the chief emphasis on singing. 
Another group takes up more 

stories, selecting plots 
which deal with the present day. 
Singing is included by these, but 
they also emphasize droll situa- 
tion and repartee. Another type 
scarcely has s counterpart on the 
foreign stage. In it stories from 
the old Peking plays are acted, but 
magic effects, like skeletons appear 
ing as apparitions, and victims 
escaping from chests, are partly de- 
pended upon for the high class 
effect. In these, as in all the 
jothers, the old ‘style of falsetto 
singing is heard.
